What will 
surprise those who know me is that 
this wound was totally undeserved and 
was received while I was an innocent 
bystander watching someone elses 
fight. It was at CBGS’s at a show by 
the great Philadelphia band, Sadistic 
Exploits. My own S.E. began as one 
slam dancer decided he didn’t like a- 
nother slam dancer. Instead of slam ¬ 
ming his disapproval, he picked up a 
metdt frame chair, swung it over his 
head, and..

A few issues back you grip** KaKd*XKdx±HxaKXBi±iErijdt were musing in print 
about the bands that kept disappearing now that gigs were scarce, wondering where 
the commitment was, and that since these bands were no longer being heard from, 
that they weren't worth the attention Flipside had mistakenly given them. 

Perhaps you've wondered if The Leaving Trains were another one of.those 
ephemeral bands, passing through the city like ghosts, changing no one s life, 
remembered only by graffitti, if even that. Well, we're still here, if any¬ 
one is curious: we’ve just been a little south of that romantic hideaway we 
call "the underground". For one thing, we have been playing shows (Flipside's 
test of whether a band does/doesn't exist), but we've gotten most of them at 
the last minute, thus there wasn't anytime to tell anyone we knew. 

During fckixxfctas® this period of Invisibility within the scene, I had a 
chance to make a few observations that may or may not already be common Know¬ 
ledge. The important thing about these BbaumariMus observations is not whether 
you heard it here first, but the fact that if you care much about music or L.A., 
these realizations can really be painful. 

Basically, the people who run the clubs don’t care. It's not.even that they 
just don’t care about the music or the bands or the fans: they don t even care 
about making money. Shows are thrown together at the last minute with bands that 
shouldn't be on the same bill: sound men can't be roused in time to give the bands 
sound checks; there are dozens of other little things that are neglected that in 
print look trivial. Yet they all point to the greater fact that these things hap¬ 
pen out of laziness. That's why most of these clubs are empty on weeknights. 

That's why on weekend shows there are a lot of people coming together with vague 
expectations and who go home unsatisfied. Music has always been the lowest priority 
in this wonderful, overrated L.A. music scene, and thus it will remain as long as 
those in power place it below iksxpHHMCXBi; beer sales. By the way, I am a hypocrite 
about all this because I won't name these clubs publicly despite all of my 
EritiKXJC criticisms, all I can afford is a broad generalization because I still 
want to get booked at these places. There simply is nowhere else to go! 

Godzilla's was a dixtsd 1 s ill us i o r, i n g experience for our band. ^ Supposedly 
this clubs was an alternative to the rest of the clubs (for the Kids, run by 
the kids...). At the last minute The Leaving Trains got onto a bill with The 
Flesheater, 100 Flowers, and Loop Carou. Okay, so the punks didn't think much 
of my band, we basically didn’t get any response. Everyone just stared at us. 

The unspoken sentiment directed at us was that we weren't cool; everyone look¬ 
ed at us as if we were assholes—where did you guys come from and what makes you 
think you can get on a stage and start playing? it's uncool to get on a stage; 
it's cool to he down here on the floor walking around like a zombie, pretending 
you're "out of it", glaring, hateful, bored, jaded, cool, bored, punque, cool, 
EBiicooler, coolest, stone dead cold. Vhere nothing can touch you. Where music 
is something created by egotists, full of s*ei± emotions and other qualities too 
hot for cool punks. It's no wonder they didn't like us or any of the other 
bands. The only time our friendly punks were moved to anything resembling life 
was when they started kicking and punching Manfred, the Trains' guitarist, because 
he had the poor taste to dance during the 100 Flowers set. 

We Got Power sermonizes now that "if you want to fight beat - up a hippie, 
not a fellow punk". This editorial is about as controversial and dangerous as 
going to an AC/DC concert and yelling that you like heavy metal. Yet nobody 
seems to think twice about the stupidity of such an editorial. It too is cool. 

The truth is there axe no hippies living in fear of a punk revolution because 
there are no more hippies. While I'm at it, I'll add that there arent really 
any punks. The great wide world doesn't give a flying fuck about L.A. punk any¬ 
more. It scares no one because there is no threat of change or passion or ambition 
or truth. It is self-congradulatory, narcissistic, pretentious, selfish, preening 
and ultimately empty of thought, as are most bullies. It is all talk. Cute black 
outfits and cuter hairdoes; distorted guitars and screamed vocals; it all sounds 
the same and is cannibalistic, eating of itself, ripping itself up in its 
silly desire to imitate itself. The best thing I can say for this scene is 
that L.A. is finally being noticed by New York and London. The worst thing 
I can say about this scene is that by now it doesn't matter who notices it 
jc£ and popularizes it because it is completely harmless. 

Enough of generalizations because they too are®form of distortion. The 

single exception to the laziness of the olubowners and the conformity 
of the punks is the bands themselves. They started this scene and have 

kept it breathing because music is life and you can believe in it (1 re 
commend it to those of you unfamiliar with it). What’s more it will always 
be there whether bands break up or sell out or whether there's a rockabilly 
revival or whether all the hippies cut their imaginary hair or whether all 
the clubs close, because you'll find it underneath all that shit, pumping 
like a pulse. You'll hear it in your head while you're walking down the street 
and you'll know it's real because it will sleep with you and be a more loyal 
friend than a girlfriend , and it will wake up with you and help to keep you 
alive. Anyway, that's my religion; you're welcome tovours. . /

THE MISFITS were interviewed in April 

by Al, Hud, Paul and Kori. 

FS: How many fiends in the “Fiend Club’? 
Glenn: Oh, about 100. 

FS: Really, what do they get? 

Glenn: Buttons, free pictures, everythings 
free but the t-shirts, they cost like $5, 
we’re trying to get the poster from the al¬ 
bum but Slash is giving us a hard time, it 
would probably cost a buck or two - if I 
could get it for nothing, I give it to the 
fiend club for nothing. 

: FS: How did you get involved with Slash? 
Glenn: I called them up one day to do 
some advertising, but I found out that the 
magazine had just gone under and they 
asked if we had any tapes, I said Yeah, 
but we wanted to do it with IRS or one of 
those labels, but they said “oh, don’t do 
it with IRS, they’re scumbags” ya know 
what I mean? And we eventually ended up 
doing it with them. They always liked us, 
the reviewed; or 45’s and interviewed us. 
FS: And you and Chris D. mixed the album 
weren’t you supposed to play with Chris 
D’s band the Flesheaters? 

Glenn: Yeah, but they’re scared of us! 

FS: Why’s that? 

Glenn: I don’t know...maybe because we’re 
all (makes a mean scarry fhce gesture) 
and they’re aU homos, ya know?! I don’t 
care what they like, I hate them. God this 
is homo city around here!! 

Jerry: We try to avoid going down that 
street (Santa Monica Blvd. near Starwood), 
Glenn: You go to the supermarket or to 
use the phone and it’s oh yeecch (makes 
kissing sound) “Fuck you, leave me alone 
for 5 seconds!!”. In N.Y. it’s not like 
that. Everybody is into their own trip. No 
one bugs you, if you’re a homo, fine, you 
are a homo and go where homo’s go. But 
here it’s so fucked up, everybody’s push¬ 
ing on you. You have a lot more homos 
here than in New York!!! 

FS: Well right here is where they all 
concentrate.... 

Glenn: And Frisco is fucking homo land!! 
Yeah we wanted to eat at McDonalds and 
the Flesheaters wanted to go into homo- 
ville, we just said “fuck you, you give us 
the money, we’re getting out of here!!”. 
FS: What happened at you gig in S.F.? 
Glenm Melee, m-e-l-e-e- it was an all 
out riot. There wasn’t enough security, 
the place went wild, a few kids went 
down...we had to act as our security. 

FS: What happened with some kid throw¬ 
ing cans and the drummer and you (mgr) 
went and beat him up? 

Mgr: Googy jumped into the audience and 
was fighting it out and some giant guy 
was fighting it out & some giant guy 
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grabbed him, so it was either hit him or 
Googy gets killed and I wanted the show 
to go on so I gave him a shot - and then I 
ran for my life!!! 

Glenn: The show wouldn’t go on anyway 
because people were fighting with each 
other, a fight here, a fight there, 
it was just wild and we got dicked out of 

our money anyway so. 

FS: What about your “horror image”? 
Glenn: Well mostly what we sing about is 
about everyday things and about survival. 
Like you read in the paper about some 
guy that kills his wife and hacks her all 
and all the details are right there, it fun. 
I’ve been into gore all my life, this is my 
life, this is me. I’m into gore and horror 
and shit like that. We’re serious about 
this, a lot of bands do it but are jokes. 

FS: Like is “Skulls” from the news? 
Glenn: Yeah, or like “London Dungeon” 1 
wrote in London cause I hate it so much. 
All the cops over there hate Americans so 
I wrote that in jail over there.... we’re 
doing a walk on tonight at the Whisky. 

FS: Yeah! That’s what Mark said (Mark 
you put up the Misfits in San Diego). 

Jerry: Yeah Mark’s alright, he’s a fuckin’ 
good cook! 

Glenn: He made us spagettie last night.... 
Jerry: Tastes good, it’s good for you! 
Glenn: That’s what Henry taught us “It’s 
good,, it tastes good, and it’s good for ya”. 
FS: What ever happened to Bobby Steele? 
Glenn: We booted him out. We were trying 
to record and he would never show up at 
practice, we were trying to work Doyle 
in anyway! So Bobby would say “let Doyle 
play for me toiight” so we said fuck that, 
lets just get Doyle in the band and we did. 

I can still see him and his old girlfriend 
picking each others noses and putting it 
in their mouths!!! Discusting shit! I can’t 
be into that shit! (Cringes) 

FS: But that’s gore! 

Glenn: You get a look at his girlfriend, 
that’s gore! Then you see them eating 
each others snot and it totally wipes you 
out! “Get out of here!!”. I mean, what’s a 
Little blood compared to people eating 
snot! Shit!!! 

FS: Where did you find Googy? 

Glenn: We came back form England and 
we had no drummer. He split on us, we 
were gonna jump off the Damned tour and 
get on with the Clash, and they already 
anounced a surprise band - us. And then 
our drummer went home, he was a junk¬ 
ie.... his girlfriend was crying the blues 
“I just can’t cope without you”, ya know? 
So no more junkies in the band. It was 4 
months before we got Googy. It’s his fir¬ 
st band, satiK- with Doyle and Jerry, it’s 

























their first bands too. 

Jerry: I don’t even know any other songs, 
we tried to learn some Black Flag, but 
we don’t know them, we just do our stuff. 
Glenn: I’ve been in a few other bands. 

FS: Have you ever had like Kiss or som- 
body ask you to open for them? 

Jerry: We’d fuckin’ blow them away! 
Glenn: No, fuck that shit. We’ve got mus¬ 
ic behind us - I don’t think we’re all im¬ 
age, and Kiss is, they’re all image. We 
don’t rely totally on image, we’ve got 
good songs. And Kiss is a different dir¬ 
ection, it’s like “hey let’s party, let’s 
boogie” and we say “Mommy, can I go 
out and kill tonight!!!” and we just go 
wild. Like we can’t play places with tab¬ 
les, cause it will be wrecked. 

FS: What about future releases? 

Glam: Oh we got an album all ready to 
go, the songs are almost all worked out. 
We were going to record it out here but... 
uh, we decided against it, uh, because, 
oh fuck, we’re getting rid of our drummer 
he’s a dick so.... 

Mgr: So we don’t want him on our next 
album so we’re not recording it yet. He 
knows he leaving too, 

Glenn: We were gonna get Spot to record. 
Jerry: Yeah, live with one microphone in 
one room. That’s the way we wind up doin 
it anyway. We don’t use fancy studio stuff 
16 or 20 tracks, we end up using the basic 
live tracks we put down. We play with it 
for awhile but “fuck this” we use the 
first tracks and it comes out fuckin great! 
FS: And no slow songs for you guys. 

Glenn: I hate any kind of dilution ya know. 
Pop, get rid of that! 

Jerry: “London Dungeon” is our slowest 
song and live we just can’t do it slow, you 
just can’t after a set of buzzing you can’t! 
FS: So the album will be more of the..... 
Glenn: Well, we might do a song like, like 
“Halloween U” something like that, that’s 
the closest thing it will come to slower, 
but it will make up for it in sheer terror! 
We have people write to us and say they 
have nightmares after they listen to “Hal¬ 
loween II” and all this funny stuff. 

FS: Did you see any ghosts after you re¬ 
corded in that haunted house? 

Glenn: We seen like this bloody rag there, 
we opened the door and AAHHHHHHH!! 
and there’s a bloody rag with a snakehead 
on it, but you could walk around and hear 
footsteps after you stop. It was the real 
thing. I didn’t get scared, I though it was 

cool. But they tore that down now.

FS: What do you do with the skulls.... 

Glenn: We coUect them, we have all kinds 
of skulls at home.

Jerry: And wrap them good! We take 
dead animals, we take anything. 

Glenn: Send your Mother dead, we don’t 
care just chop her up a little so the box 
ain’t too big. 

Jerry: Any bones, dead animals or bullets 
(Glenn explains that there is a hardcore 
scene now. It wasn’t always there, and 
Glenn remembers a time when even the 
Misfits wouldn’t play. The fact that it 
took hardcore a long time to catch on in 
N.Y. is because of the N.Y. Rocker....) 
Glenn: The N.Y. Rocker has tried to sup- 

ress it for years, they hate us. 

FS: Are you involved in any black magic? 

Glenn: No.but I read a lot. 

Jerry: We do a good job of leading our¬ 
selves. If we did that kind of stuff we mig¬ 
ht get a fucked up leader and be in trouble, 
have some demon lead us down the road... 
Glenn: I’m into exploring that stuff, get¬ 
ting into it and finding out about it, but not 
practicing it, just exploring it and under¬ 
standing it. You just don’t fert around, 
read the book on it and - just use it as 
knowledge just like you learn about life 
and how to survive. 

Jerry: We don’t start drawing shit, penta¬ 
grams on the walls, or eat a bug and sit 
in the corner for a month... 

Glenn: It’s just knowledge. It’s good to 
know about everything, it’s not good to 
close out any avenues. 

FS: What about drugs? 

Mgr: No such thing, we don’t do any drugs. 
FS: Do you drink? 

Mgr: We don’t drink, well Jerry does. 

Glenn: Jerry cool. 

FS: W'hat do you think of L.A.’s "Horror 
bands”? 

Glenn: Most of them are a joke. 

Jerry: They should learn for the masters! 
Glenn: It’s unfortunate when we come out 
here and we hear shit like ”oh, you rip¬ 
ping off these guys” fuck! ’’jumping on the 
horror bandwagon”. But we don’t care, if 
we cared about what people thought about 
us we wouldn’t do this. We have to be

FS: W'hat do you do besides the band? 

Jerry: It takes up a lot of our time, always • 

fixing shit, breaking shit, fixing shit. 

FS: Do you live off the band or odd jobs? 
Glenn: I handle all the bullshit, the label 
and the other guys work. 

Jerry: I work in a machine shop, I play 
with steel all day. That’s how we get our 
equipment, we go out and work our asses 
off. And we take care of our fans and give 
all kinds of things away, badges, records... 
Glenn: Our fans are the people who give us 
the clout. They give us feedback. We’re 
doing a fiend club yearbook with their pic¬ 
tures and live shots of us and when we 
stay at peoples houses, like on this tour 
we didn’t pay for one hotel room, we stay¬ 
ed at all the fiends houses. It will look 
like a “Famous Monsters” yearbook, but 
it will be us. It’s fun. It’s got to be fun or | 
what’s the use in doing it!!!!!

HR: No it is negative that name we 
feel represents the nation, when we 
picked that name the reason why is be¬ 
cause we wanted something to symbol¬ 
ize what is happening today in the US - 
Bad Brains! 

FS: I don’t see how you associate that 
with positive mental attitude. 

HR: Well see if you want to be positive, 
you have to deal with the truth and the 
truth is today...how can I come up and 
say we’re all living in peaceful times? 
That’s why they don’t understand us 
today, that’s why they don’t understand 
the Nazi cross, they think he’s uphold¬ 
ing nazism, but not really, what that 
youth is doing is showing you how exp¬ 
loited it’s become. They don’t under¬ 
stand that, they look at it on the surf¬ 
ace but we all know when you see Dead 
Kennedy’s, you know what that means. 
When you see Bad Brains, you know 
what that means. 

FS: The US is Ml of bad brains. 

have you changed since the beginning? 
:yarv: Nothing change, we’ve been tog¬ 
ether 3 years, the same songs, most of 
the songs on the tape are the first songs 
that we wrote, like “Pay To Cum” is 
2 1/2 years old. Nothing change, the 
struggle is still going on as long as you 
live in the US you know you’re suffer¬ 
ing. I mean there’s something wrong, 
especiaUy in these times - everyones 
got to feel it. 

FS: Do you miss DC? 

Gary: Not reaUy. 

FS: What do your families think of what 
you are doing? 

HR: Our families, like I and I we aU 
come from good families still and they 
try to understand I and I - and we have 
to do stiU, so let them except that for 
what it is. 

FS: Why don’t you think there are more 
black people into hardcore? 

HR: Because of exposure. 

FS: But you think that black people are 
1 naturally opressed ttiat they would get 
into it sooner than the middle class. 
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Gary: Babylon see... black people ain’t 
gonna find out about it intil white people 
find out about it. 

FS: Why? 

Gary: Because of the babylon system... 
HR: Exposure. 

FS: it’s too white people mainly? 

Gary: White people get it on TV, them 
black people pick it up. 

FS: If NY really different from here? 
HR: Well ok New York.... the filth is 
right out in the streets, in DC it’s inside 
and in California it’s everywhere!: 

FS: You tried to play England once. 

HR; We played with the Damned and they 
said come to England and record on Hie 
Cheswick label (but they only got as far 
as imigration and got turned away for 
lack of work permits and money). 

FS: When did you get involved with Ras¬ 
tafari? 

HR: For me it’s been two years now. 

FS: That seems like such a short time! 
Speaking for myself I don’t understand 
Rastafari.... 

HR: Ok, Rasti Fari means Prince of 
Peace of head creator. That’s the first 
name cf Haile Selassie. Rastafarians 
are people who believed Selassie is 
Jesus Christ in the second coming. Re¬ 
ason why they call themselves Rasta 
farians is because there lord is Rasta¬ 
fari, just like in Christ times they call¬ 
ed themselves Christians. Now today 
the reason why we believe this is bec¬ 
ause of the si gns that were pointed out 
in Revelations, which is the last book of 
the bible. That’s wbne Jesus comes a 
second time he will come right before 
he ends the world on the last days of 
time. He will come and one if the ways 
he will come is as a slain lamb, as a 
conquering lion from the tribe of Juda. 
The bible shows us that in the geginning 
of time there was one nation, and 12 
tribes. We all came from that nation, 
which means each one of us came from 
one of those tribes depending on your 
birthday. Selassie comes from the 
tribe of Juda, back in 36 or 37 Selassie 
when he was crowned King of Kings & 
Lord ol Lords he himself changed his 
name to Haile Selassie which means 
‘‘might of tile trinity”. Revelations 
says that when Jesus Christ comes in 
a second coming he will be the only 
one that will know his name.

(talk goes into Selassie’s life, his be¬ 
liefs, Communism, South America, 
Ethopia etc...) 

FS: Do you see Babylon falling? 

HR: Yeah, down down, it’s falling now!! 
See they got this thing called, i don’t 
know ihe word for it, when they try to 
make you think that there’s money in 
the banks and there’s no money... 
what’s that called? 

FS: Lying!!! 

HR: Yeah (all laugh) well that’s what 
they’re doing today. That paper you 


see, that dollar is only 17?. That’s tie 
warning, teenagers now are warning 
them and they’re saying look what’s 
coming ahead. Rastaman warning, look 
Babylon is falling, look the end of the 
world. And they’re not listening. What 
are they doing? They’re picking up on 
the fed - they say if I wear studs I’m 
cool. I’m a punk rocker. That’s the 
commitment of being a rebel, because 
that’s what started it. Hardcore music 
as to say, I defy the system, I don’t 
care if you think I’m crazy, I’m still 
against you but now it’s come to be, 
well if I skin my head, I’ll get that girl 
over there or I’ll get that guy over 
there. So we can’t let those foul us 
more, now it’s gone into a spiritual 
and personal enlightenment, now the 
next step beyond. 

FS: (All this interview the Bad Brains 
use "I in I” and Selassie “I” so we 

naturally asked.) How do you use I? 

HR: Universally. 1 in I is everything, 
you and god, gcxi and you. Universally. 
You make one, one makes all I in I. 

FS: So you use it in Rastafer “I” and 
Selassie “I”? 

HR: Yeah (laughter like we caught on). 
HR: Now I would like to ask you some 
questions. Is it true that youths are 
carrying guns in L.A.? 

A11: No. 

FS: Well...if Black Flag is playing you 
might get 2000, anybody else a couple 
of hundred, TSOL have a hudge draw, 
the Circle Jerks, Urn ...Wasted Youth... 
HR: Man, boy I seen that group, crucial, 
I’ve never in my life seen anybody spit 
in the next mans mouth before. Never! 
The lead singer of Wasted Youth, this 
wasn’t fake man, I seen him pop some 
crucial lougers into these boys mouths, 
and I nearly choaked. I said yes! was¬ 
ted Youth! Perfect!!!! 

FS: (to Earl) Anything to add? 

Earl: He’s the spokesman right there! 
HR: That’s my brother, my birth bro¬ 
ther. 

FS: Are you looking forward to playing 
here in Los Angeles? 

HR: Yes, we’ve been trying to get out 
here for two years, when you know 
people appreciate you it’s so much fun. 
FS: What’s HR stand for? 

HR: Huntin’' Rod, just a nickname. 

FS: Who writes you songs? 

HR: Well Darell and Gary Dn Know the 
guitarist write the music and I write a 
little bit. I do 90% of the words. I just 
write them, Jah get ‘em. 

FS: Is there a favorite song you do? 

HR: No. Well I’m gonna tell you some¬ 
thing beautiful happened in SF, we came 
out and everyone was skanking and 
after the third song we just went into 
a dub song and man everybody just 
rushed the stage and everyone was ju¬ 
mping up and down, that just took me by 
surprise, if you could have seen the 
music take over, I ya. 
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FS: Will you expand musically, like the 
Clash who have gone 360 degrees? 

HR: I am not play disco I ya, that’s why 
today the ad Brains are so poor. You 
see the Clash, those record producers 
underestimate that group. They have 
yet to see (he Clash. I still have a lot 
of hope for that group. 

FS: Are there any bands you listen to 
very closely? 

HR: I love Stevie Wonder and there’s a 
group called Israel Vibrations. Boy you 
hear their music and it’s so ancient, it 


FS: PMA. i like that, it’s different than 
fuck shit, fuck shit, we’re all gonna 
die.... 

Earl It’s easy to be negative. It’s hard 
to be positive but if you work at some¬ 
thing constructive....we got PMA from 
this book ‘‘Think and Grow Rich” by 
Napolam Hill, everybody in the band 
read that book when we were starting 
out in the early days. And to tell you 
the truth man, that book related a lot 
to the bible. Very much so because it 
said sight God, keep the feith. Like a 
vision, ya know, see what you want and 
keep it in your mind. Wtat ever you 
can, God says that if you work at it 
you can eventuallyachieve it. If you can 
concieve it you can achieve it, event¬ 
ually if you work at it. And if it’s sow¬ 
ing a good seed it’s positive then you 
are stronger. But if it’s negative it’s 
not gonna work it’s gonna break up. 

HR: Selassie say.s that until the day 
when the color of a mans skin means 
no more than the color of his eyes... 

FS: We will have war. 

HR: Right!! Now I and I are brethen. 
From the beginning of time we came fn 
from the same family - that means, bo; 
how can I say something about my bro¬ 
ther, I’m just saying something about 
myself. 

FS: Do you have any feelings about the 
slavery that went on in this countrv? 

HR: Yes. Have you ever heard of 
apartheid? 

FS: What’s going on in South Africa? 

HR: The Apartheid are people who be¬ 
lieve in white supremecy. Wtat they 


strikes right here (clutches chest). wanna do now is say one bathroom is 


In ancient days what did Jesus try to do 
? They said we don’t care if you tell a 
lie, just tell us you’re not who you say 
you are. They tried everything, they 
tried to make him bow, they put a crowi 
of thrones on his head, they kicked him 
around town and final ly they said ‘‘We 
are gonna kill you if you say you are 
not the son of God”. And he still would 
not do it I ya. And who is more revol¬ 
utionary that Jesus Christ?

Penelope Spheeris is the director of 
tlie now quite old “Decline Of Western 
Civilatotton”, wto turned out to be a 
lively talker that gesticulates and sho¬ 
uts half of what she says. Besides that 
she’s the coolest adult (senior citizen, 
to te) in L.A. This interview was 
conducted by Shredder, Teresa and 
Grant Miner. 

Teresa: Did you see the review of the 
“Decline” In Time magazine? 

Penelope: Yeah....I thought it was real 
nice of them to do that. 

Shredder: Just to review it? 

Penelope: Yeah. 

Teresa: What did you think of them 
calling it an “acid test of hipness’? 
Penelope: Well, I don’t care what they 
saw as long as they say something be¬ 
cause you gotta look at it like this, to 
break the barriers between uh, us aisi 
them is real difficult, so just that they 
review it or aeknowlede it is cool, ya 
know? 

Grant: Have you distributed it in the 
East? 

Penelope: Yeah, it ate shit in New York 
Teresa: Why? 

Penelope: Why? Because they’re a bu¬ 
nch of fucking assholes. 


Grant: I heard it did well In SF though. 
Penelope: It did....cause in SF they are 
a bunch of nice intelligent people! Thats 
why! They are normal people. 

Teresa: what do you think about the 
violence in the film? 

Penelope: I don’t think it’s any big deal. 
Teresa: Do you think the media has 
exploited it? 

Penelope: Yeah, but I think that, I don’t 
know, I feel like even I wish it would be 
more, you know? They’re kind of putt¬ 
ering out arnt they? Like the Fleetwood 
was about the height of filings and then 
it kinda went downhill. 

Teresa: Do you think riots are healthy? 
Penelope: Yeah, except for the people 
they kill. It’s not too healthy for them. 
We’re gonna write a movie, Lon and I 
are. We just finished a movie about 
violence and advertising, you know, 
like when they stop using tits and ass to 
sell blue jeans and life Insurance they 
will use violence to sell it. Like really 
violent commercials. Anyway we just 
finished that. Now we’re going to do 
"Invasion of the giant Potato Bugs”. 
Have you ever seen a Potato Bug? They 
are the ugliest insects ever. They are 
uabelieveable, the ugliest ever. We’re 
gonna write a story about when they 


get to be as big as german shepards. 
Grant: Great! Are you ever gonna dele- 
lop fiat into a film and release it? 

, Penelope: (sarcastically) Well, since 
the “Decline” made so much money 
for me, I’m actually gonna do it to 
make some bread. I made no money 

off the “Decline”.The film cost 

$100,000 and it’s made about $150,000, 
but every cent of that has been pit tack 
into buying prints and advertising. I 
s till owe two insurance salesman a hu¬ 
ndred thousand and I haven’t seen any¬ 
thing in two years. 

Teresa: Looking back are you glad you 
made it? 

Penelope: Yeah, except if anyone asks 
me for money for it I’m going to kick 
them in the face because I don’t have it. 
So a couple of people think I’m lying, 
but they’re just assholes. 

Grant; People complain about how few 
bands are in the film. 

Penelope: Well, see I used to say, i can 
make a movie with 5 bands form HB 
that nobody has ever heard of, you know, 
cos there is a whole scene fiat is inter¬ 
esting enough, it doesn’t matter what 
handg you put into it. To me the most 
interesting filing is the kids, not the 
music, the whole like, i don’t know... 


it’s just a repeat of teenage rebellon- 
trlp and I think it’s cool, you know? So 
I choose bands by whoever wanted to do 
It, really. I shot the Gears, I didn’t 
put the Gears in. They weren’t too hap¬ 
py. i talked with Suburban Lawns and it 
got to be a hassel with lawyers so 1 
didn’t do it and I talked to the Gogos & 

I didn’t do it with them and I’m glad. 
The female version of the monkees. 
Grant: The only real arguement with 
punks is that the people you choose to 
interview are really ultraviolent and 
not representative of average punks. 
They arn’t too.... 

Shredder: Intelligent. 

Penelope: Well, I don’t know about that. 

I think that like they’re extreme in a 
way, you know. I think the whole conc¬ 
ept’s been watered down myself. I mean 
Eugene was one of the original skinhead 
army. The guy was into it when a lot of 
these people were on tricycles. But let 
them make a movie If they think that I 
can’t do it right. Little bastards!! 
Teresa: What kind of navies were you 
making before the “Decline”? 

Penelope: I made a movie called “Real 
Life”. Before that I made all these rock 
and roll movies. I had a company called 
Rockin Reel and I used to shoot bands 
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energy. But for a person like my age 
to think that all those kids are out 
there and they’re just a seething pile 
of anger is fucking frightening. To 
most people my age and to me some - 
times. I mean I went out and made a 
movie on it and I’ll always kind* let it 
just be there, but it’s real intimidating 
to the older generation. They are sca¬ 
red shitless of it. And I’ve had to go up 
against them and say - look you guys, 

■ this is going on. First they hate for me 
to acknowledge it and second they hate 
for me to try to perpetuate it, most of 
them. I think when people destroy thin¬ 
gs that they’re pissed off and I don’t 
think there is anything wrong with 
being pissed off. 

Shredder: You don’t necessarily have to 
be pissed off to destroy things... 
Penelope: Why else would you do it? 

Out of joy!? , Most people are angry 
cause they don’t get what they want and 
these kids are obviously not getting 
what they want. 

Shredder: A lot of them destroy things 
just to prove to each other what big, 
tuff mean guys they are. 

Penelope: You mean to say there isn’t 
any anger? 

Shredder: No anger. Mayber just pack¬ 
ed in frustration, but they don’t lave to 
be angry to wreck things. 

Grant: I think a lot of them are just 
pushing cliche violence that they see 
on TV. 

Penelope: Look, what can I tell you? 
You kids have got a lot of complaints, 
and you’re angry and so am I, what 
else can I tell you???????????????????

tired of sucking on assholes at record 
companies. I mean they’re a bunch of

Teresa: Did you see where tbe Times 
drew similarities between punks & HMs 
Penelope: There are similarities. A 
punk is a heavy metaler with short hair. 
In a lot of way, cause they talk tbe same 
things like getting fucked up and insult¬ 
ing your girlfriend and killing your par¬ 
ents, you know, it’s the same thing. 
Teresa: What did you think of Darby’s 
Death? 

Penelope: (feigning shock) Did he die? 
Shit man! Why didn’t anybody teU me 
baout these things? I knew it was gonna 
happen! No. I don’t know, he dumbed 
out wbat can I tell you! Drugs suck a 
big one, that’s all I think.... I’ve been 
trying not to be so bummed out, let’s 
&ce it. I was feeling like killing myself, 
those were dark times. 

Teresa: What brought It on ? 

Penelope: Why did I feel tike that? Did 


you know Darby very well? Darby play¬ 
ed “How low can you go" games, you 
know “What we do is secret”. Pretty 
weird. I don’t know wbat brought it on 
just general, must have been in the air. 
Teresa: But in the Times you said it 
was inspiring? 

Penelope: Yeah it was, it was a bummer 
but it was inspiring. I think creating 
something is real diffi cult. Like taxing 
on a persons soul. That’s why I think 
a lot of great artists kiU themselves. 
Teresa: Would you describe yourself 
as an idealist? 

Penelope: I would describe myself as 
an asshole! No I’m not an idealist. I’m 
a hardcore realist. As a matter of fact 
the world to me looks pretty grim. I 
think that’s why the film wasn’t accept¬ 
ed so weU in NY. Cause back there it is 
so grim. They don’t want to be reminded 
of it, it’s fucked. I must have walked 
over ten dead people in the street when 
I was back there. Everyone is about to 
explode. 

Shredder: They don’t seem to express it 
so much back there though. 

Penelope: Hey! If they did the whole 
city would be dead, it would be tike a 
warzone! 

Grant: What do yen think of the riots in 
England? 

Penelope: I think it’s great I can’t be¬ 
lieve that no ones gotten killed yet! I 
think it’s fantastic. And somehow it’s 
like somewhere there’s a connection 
between what happened in 77 with the 
Sex Pistols and this. It just seems like 
they were playing around with the idea 
of it, anarchy in the streets, and now 
here it is. 


Grant: How do you think of the scene 
now as opposed to when you made the 
film? 

Penelope: Well see to me when I get 
into it, I get into it. It’s real depress¬ 
ing, it’s real heavy and it’s a real bu¬ 
mmer. It’s true man, I really do get 
into it and I do feel fucked. And I walk 
around wearing black clothes and lit¬ 
tle coats when it’s too hot. I feel like 
one of those bums so bummed out that 
I feel like one of those bums. I’ve been 
standing back form it lately, cause I 
need a break. I mean I know that I 
cannot make a movie or create from 
any other stand point really. I mean I 
know I have to get back into it but rite 
now I’m just taking a break ... cause 
man when I went to NY it really scra¬ 
mbled my brains, in NY it’s mean, 
really mean. You know why there are 
no punks in NY? Cause they fucking 
get killed that’s why! There are very 
few punks there because the people 
there are tike for real, heavy and mean 
and nasty big fuckers! And you see a 
punk walking along the street dressed 
up real mean looking with a swastica 
or just kind of cruising down, those 
guys just walk out and just knife em! 
They just knife em and kick em and 
clean their blade off and walk away! 
That is why there is no punks in NY, 
cause they are serious about it there. 

I am making a film called “Suburbia" 
which is about kids in the suburbs just 
destroying everything.

I'm writing to tell you about what 
might be the least known scene in the 
country that of Cape Cod, Ma. We 
have the bands ( XS Noise , t he BiValv- 
Voicebox Scrimmage . Two Minut¬ 
es Hate and the band I’m in, The Fre¬ 
eze), a fanzine ( First Offense ! cover¬ 
ing the Cape Cod, Boston and as much 
as we feel is neglected but important. 
The Clubs (Mill Hill, The Oar & Anc¬ 
hor and sometimes Celebrities) book 
hardcore shows about twice a month, 
and most importantly the people sup¬ 
porting this new underground. In the 
past three years we ( the Freeze ! have 
gone from being a bored bunch of kids 
yelling "Fuck You” at the world (“I 
hate tourists”) to becoming a more 
serious band that’s trying to make s 
some sense out of this messed up 
society' we all must live in. The viol¬ 
ence here hasn’t reached the proport¬ 
ions of that in the city.

FS: When did you get together? 

Aldo: Our first rehersal was Easter 81 
with Killer, Crystal, Pat and me. The 
next weekend Pat decided not to, and 
Evan and Steve Sinclair heard of us and 
came to rehearse the next week. We re¬ 
hearsed twice that week and that Fri¬ 
day, Mayday 81 we played the Brave 
Dog. We did 6 songs. It sounded like 
Southern California melting down. 

Evan: Killer used to play with no drum 
stool. She used to just stand up. 

Killer: I still don’t have one. I use a 
milk crate, they’re real comfortable. 

FS: What are your songs about? I; 

Crystal: There’s one about a schizoph¬ 
renic lady named Matilda Swan. There’ 
s one about Sister Mary who’s a nym¬ 
phomaniac nun, and there’s one about 
Fred Cadaver who’s dead. And “Move 
Left” which is an acid trip. 

Aldo: It’s a political song. 

Crystal: What about the Devils? 

Aldo: It’s somewhat autobiographical 
and about some others too.
